“I am referring specifically to 
your plans to approve a budget 
and to appoint a _ professional 
staff at the Presidents Confer- 
ence meeting, Dec. 9,” Jacobs de- 
clared. The United Synagogue 
prexy further said, “In my opin- 
ion this amounts to prejudging 
the basic question before us. It 
is a serious mistake.” 

A heated all-day debate nine 
days ago, tried to discern wheth- 
er the Presidents Conference 
should remain a_ status quo 
adhoc group or become a full 
functioning organization of all 
major Jewish groups. 

THE PRESIDENTS Conference 
appointed a committee to study 
all proposals and report back 
with its findings. However, the 
opposition groups within the 
Conference claim that Klutznick 
is fully determined to transform 
the Presidents Conference into 
a permanent body, even before 
the committee reports back. 

Klutznick issued a statement 
stating that the Presidents Con- 


ference is now “fully regulars 
ized.” The Union of Orthodox 
Jewish Organizations issued a 
counter-statement expressing 
strong opposition to any “regu- 
larization” of the Conference. 

Moses I. Feurstein, president 
of the Union of Orthodox Jewish 
Congregations, stated, “The Jew- 
ish Agency orginated and spone- 
sored the Presidents Conference. 
It still plans to pay 50 per cent 
of the budget. While it is proper 
for the Presidents Conference to 
confere with the Jewish Agency 
concerning a crisis in Israel it 
is quite a dif- 
ferent manner 
for Jewish or- 
ganizations to 
identify them- 
selves in an or- 
ganization that 
must deal with 
the U. S. Gov- 
ernment.”

Eisendrath said, “Support- 
ing Nahum Goldman in these ef- 
forts to regularize the Presidents 
Conference are Phillip Klutznick 
and Rabbi Maurice Eisendrath.

NEW YORK (P-O) — The| created a kind of prep school for 
curriculum and program of!rabbinical and teacher seminar- 
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ies, Dr. Azriel Eisenberg, execy- 
tive vice-president of the Jewish 
Education Committee here, 
charged. 

He said Hebrew high school’s 
content have been designed for 
a “select few.” In a sense, he 
said, “We have been recruiting 
our future rabbis and teachers 
at the ridiculous age of 13.” 
Eisenberg called for the re 
visement of curicculum “if we 
are to disabuse ourselves of this 
mistaken belief.” 

HE DECLARED that too often 
Hebrew education is subordinat- 
ed to the illusory interests of 
congregations. He said: “Syna- 
gogues have been known to em- 
bark on risky independent ven- 
tures—launching their own He- 
brew high schools—because of 
a desire to segregate their chil- 
dren from those of other con- 
gregations or communal Talmud 
Torahs. 

“Certainly in Jewish educa: 
tion, where every child is pre. 
cious, we dare not countenance 
empty and willful congregational 
self-indulgence. We must reach 
high standards. We must have 
the adequate financing, the com- 
petent planning, the qualified 
teachers which we can get only 
from united efforts and shared 
community responsibility,” he 
declared. 

EISENBERG made these state- 
ments in a pamphlet circulated 
at the Conference of Jewish 
School Board Chairmans spen- 
sored by the Jewish Education 
Committee of New York. 

The increased attendance at 
Reform religious schools _ this 
year in New York is most en: 
couraging, Harry K. Gutman, 
chairman of religious education 
of the federations of Reform 
synagogues here, said. 

Speaking before the conference 
Gutman stated that one of the 
weaknesses of reform Judaism 
was that “it has been unable to 
reproduce itself.” He said many 
Reform synagogues had to hire 
teachers trained by Orthodox 
and Conservative seminaries. 
They just have been unable té@ 
find enough Reform-trained 
teachers. 

IT WAS DULY noted that Jew- 
ish education in New York is 
increasing. Pre-school enrollment 
increased 28 per cent. High school 
enrollment grew 11 per cent 
Weekday and all-day school en 
rollment increased 12 per cent 
and 6 per cent respectively in 
the suburbs.

Synagogues found, however, 
that income based entirely on 
dues leaves an activity vacuum. 
When first introduced, the all- 
inclusive dues covered 100 per 
cent of the budget. The conclusion 
Was soon reached that complete 
elimination of fund-raising “left 
members with nothing to do’ 
So the 100 per cent goal was 
reduced. 

But the principle of covering 
the major portion of the budget 
at the outset of the year through 
dues remains intact. Gone is the 
old method of appealing for 
funds in January to pay bills in 
February.

Professor Says Heredity 


Breeds A More Intelligent Jew 


By HYMAN CHESTER 

MILWAUKEE, Wis. — Waves 
of pride, criticism and embar- 
rassment washed over the Mil- 
waukee » Jewish community in 
turn in the wake of a University 
ef Wisconsin geneticist’s state- 
ment that Jews, as a population 
group, probably have a propor- 
tionately greater frequency of 
genes which contribute to intelli- 
gence than non-Jews. 

The statement was made by 
William H. Stone, an associate 
professor of the department of 
genetics, in a speech before the 
Milwaukee Jewish Forum at the 
Jewish Community Center. Stone 
is a Jew himself. Only 36 per- 
sons were present at the forum, 
sponsored by the Wisconsin So- 
ciety for Jewish Learning, the 
Bureau of Jewish Education and 
the center. Among them, how- 
ever, was a daily newspaper re- 
porter. 

THE 
full play 


STATEMENT received 
in the newspaper. It 
became a topic of conversation 
throughout the city, attracted 
letters to the editor and resulted 
in a demand by the Wisconsin 
Jewish Chronicle, Anglo-Jewish 
weekly, that Jews exercise a bit 
more self-censorship and avoid 
“running to the daily newspa- 


pers with their tales.” 





Prof. Stone made this remark 
after a detailed discussion of the 
roles played by heridfty, environ- 
ment, culture and natural selec- 
tion in determining’ the genetic 
make-up of population groups. 
He emphasized, however, that 
he did not mean to say that 
Jews, or any population group, 
were “inherently superior.” 


HE POINTED, however, to 
the large percentage of Jews 
who have won Nobel prizes, and 
the relatively higher scholastic 
level of Jews in college. He add- 
ed, “Genetic differences are defi- 
nitely reflected in cultural 
achievements.” 

Prof. Stone said that in refer- 
ring to a greater frequency of 
genes contributing toward intel- 
ligence, he meant the genes 
which shape an_ individual’s 
“adeptness in the use of sym- 
bols.” 

Jews are genetically unique, 
he said, and expressed the opin- 
ion that variety of population is 
a good thing. He attributed the 
“distinctiveness” of Jews to their 
environment, cultural back- 
ground, religious tradition, her- 
edity and the forces of natural 
selection. Much of this, he said, 
has been influenced historically 
by persecution of the Jews and 





marriage customs which dictate 
that Jew should marry Jew. 
THE SAME genetic principles 
which operate to distinguish 
Jews, he said, also account for 
many of the special differences 
between other population groups. 
After the report in the daily 
paper, some _ sneering letters 
were received but not printed. 
Two letters, however, examined 
the statement in a scholarly vein 
and were printed. In one, a writ- 
er agreed that Jews showed evi- 
dences of greater intelligence 
and he gave the credit for that 
to Judaism, which he described 
as “success oriented.” 
ANOTHER WRITER said that 
Stone disregarded scientific prin- 
ciples in making his statements. 
He added that Stone’s ideas 
hinted at a “superior race” theory 
among he strongest fighters. 
Edward Perlson, managing ed- 
itor of the Wisconsin Jewish 
Chronicle, took the situation as 
one basis for an editorial. He 
said that the report of the meet- 
ing would stir up inter-group 
bitterness. He reminded the com- 
munity of a story on a disagree- 
ment between a minority group 
in a congregation and the rabbi, 
and of some other incidents 
which he said did not hold the 
community up in good light.

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Orthodox Rabbis Call Birth Control Immoral and Irreligious 


By MORTON ZELENKO 

NEW YORK (P-O) — A group 
of Orthodox rabbis sided with 
President Eisenhower’s refusai 
to have the U. S. give birth 
control information and devices 
to foreign countries. They also 
condemned the practice of birth 
control among both Jews and 
non-Jews as “immoral and irre- 
ligious.” 


Conservative rabbis questioned 
by The POST and OPOINION 
took issue with the Orthodox 
stand, while disagreeing among 
themselves. They agreed only 


that birth control was in ac- 
coidance with Jewish law for 








health reasons and the saving 
of life. 


REFORM OPINION was cau- 
tious. When bold statements were 
made, they were clearly against 
the President’s position and in 
favor of the practice of birth 
control by anyone who wishes 
to do so. 

A spokesman for the Israeii 
Consulate here said that birth 
control information and _ con- 
traceptive devices for both men 
and women were easily obtain- 
able in that country. However, 
the subject has never been a 
public issue since Israe] was not 
interested in population control. 

THE SPOKESMAN also denied

that abortion had been permitted 
in the Army until two years ago. 
He said that abortion was prac- 
ticed in Israeli hospitals when 
childbirth would endanger the 
life or health of the woman. 


RABBI SAMUEL A. TURK, 
president of the Orthodox Rab- 
binical Alliance of America, ap- 
plauded President Eisenhower's 
stand. He said birth control was 
irreligious except for reasons 
of health, and in any case only 
the woman is permitted to prac- 
tice it under Jewish law. He 
was strongly opposed to the 
practice of birth control for eco- 
nomic reasons.

Reform Jews Are Likeliest 
To Join Non-Sectarian Groups 


NEWARK (P-O) — Reform 
Jews are most likely to join non- 
sectarian organizations primari- 
ly, Manheim S. Shapiro, director 
of the Jewish affairs department 
of the American Jewish Commit- 
tee said here. 

He cited a White Plains, N. Y., 
survey as his evidence for this 
contention. The survey showed 
that Conservative Jews join Jew- 
ish organizations primarily; and 
Orthodox Jews tend to join both. 


HE SAID that Jews, who mix 
fairly easily with non-Jews in 
business, communal and philan- 
thropic activities, tend to asso- 
ciate with other Jews socially al- 
most exclusively. 

Shapiro cited surveys which 
sought to determine what Jews 
thought of as “essential to Jew- 
ishness.” The surveys indicated 
that lowest on the scale were 
daily and Sabbath service attend- 
ance and kashrut observance, the 
Newark Jewish News quoted him 
as saying. 

MOST important were the High 
Holy Days, the Passover \Seder 
and celebration of Hanuka, “once 
a minor festival which now out- 
ranks all others.” 

Shapiro said that an intense 
desire for Americanization led 
many Jews to give up religious 


rituals and dietary practices. 
They equated these observance 
with “foreigness.” 

THE GREAT materialistic 
drive of the second generation, 
led to giving up going to serv- 
ices also. 

With the resulting ignorance 
of Jewish thought and customs, 
congregations “deputized” their 





religious responsibilities and re-' 
lationships with God to the rab- 


bi, the Newark Jewish News re- 
ported Shapiro as saying. Jewish 
communities likewise “deputized” 
their communal responsiblities to 
professional social workers, Sha- 
piro said. 

However, a “growing maturity” 
is emerging from the American 
Jewish community, Shapiro said 
And this trend is being reversed, 
he said.

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Community Center Uses Unique Methods to Promote Activities 


By CARL ALPERT 


WILKES BARRE, Pa. — The 
Jewish communitiy center in this 
city is a large, modern building 
constructed on a principal aven- 
ve, and overlocks the swirling, 


muddy waters of the Susquehan- 


na River 
across the 
street. Its gym- 
nasium, libra- 
ry, meeting 
rooms and cor- 
ridors were 
alive with 
young and old 
each time I en- 

ii tered the 
Alpert building during 
my several days here. I am told 
that some 85 per cent of Wilkes- 
Barre’s 1,300 Jewish families are 
members of the center, and on 
some evenings it appeared that 
most of them were in one or an- 
other corner of the big building. 
The center does not serve as 
substitute for or competition 2f 
the synagogues of the town — 





seven in number — since prac- 
tically every family in Wilkes 
Barre is affiliated with one o1 


more of the congregations. 


WHAT interested me particu- 
Jarly were some of the novel 
devices developed here to pro- 
mote the center and its activities 
Some of them are ingenious and 
highly successful. For example: 

Every community agency 
which conducts educationa|] 
classes is disturbed by the grad- 
ual decline in weekly attendance 
at such courses, One is supposed 
to make allowance for a “nor- 
mal” drop-off after the first few 
weeks, but too frequently the 
initial large registration is so 
progressively whittled away, that 
by the final weeks only an em- 


barassingly small core of stu- 
Gents has remained in faithful 
attendance. How to. solve this 
problem? Require payment in 
edvance for the whole course? 
Charge high fees for admission 
to each individual lecture, but 
offer a “bargain” rate to sign 
up for the whole series? None 
of these plans has proven truly 
effective. 

WILKES BARRE has a com- 


pletely new approach. The cen- 
ter makes a charge for each 
class that a student misses. Here 
is how it works. In principle, all 
classes and courses offered by 
the center are free to members. 


However, as indication of serious 
intention, each member’ who 
signs up, say for an art course 


or a study group in Jewish his- 
tery, must deposit a registration

fee. The fee may vary but couid 
run to about six dollars for a 
course of eight classes. Within 
24 hours after completion of the 
last lecture in the series, the 
center office mails each student 
a refund check in the amount of 
his six dollars LESS 75 cents 
for each class he may have 
missed. In short, he pays only 
for his absences. 

You can see why I call this 
plan ingenious. It works most 
effectively. For one thing, it pre 
vents inflated registration for 
popular courses which may be 
limited in size. Serious intent is 
required, as evidenced by deposit. 
Further, on class night, the stu- 
dent must weigh the distracting 
engagement, or his own laziness 
against the forfeit of 75 cents 
for non-attendance. Wilkes Barre 
Jews do not all have perfect will 
power, and the center authorities 
concede that there is a measur- 
able income from such non-at- 
tendance, even though this is not 
the purpose. The important thing 
is that there is a relative con- 
stancy in attendance. The center 
must of course retain confidence 
by prompt refund of the registra- 
tion deposits. 

I DON’T know if this plan 
could be used elsewhere. Perhaps 
there are some centers which 
have to bribe their members to 
attend courses. At any rate, [ 
commend the idea to the atten- 
tion of others who may like to 
try it. 

The man who thought up this 
device is Lou Smith, executive 
director of the Wilkes Barre Jew- 
ish community center. Lou is a 
genial fellow who has earned 
the respect and love of Jew and 





non-Jew alike in Wilkes Barre 
He brings to his position an un- 
usual type of background, trajn- 
ing and experience. Before be- 
coming a center director, he was 
a praeticing civil engineer and 
one of the area’s best-known, all- 
around athletes and a star pro- 
fessional basketball player. These 
talents stand him in good stead 
as planner, organizer, admini- 
strator and co-ordinator. 


I AM SURE Lou would be 
glad to provide further details 
on his experience with the “Ab- 
sentee Payment” plan to ariyone 
who may write to him. 

That’s not all. Ask him to ex 
plain how he is successuly build- 
ing up a permanent center en- 
dowment fund by selling “mem- 
berships in perpetuity” in .con- 
nection with Israel Bonds. The 
donor family gives the center 
$2,500 (tax deductible) with

BEYOND CRITICISM? 


The POST and OPINION feels that it has earned the 
right to criticize the American rabbinate, since it has been 
among its staurichest supporters. What bothers us about 
Rabbi Saul Teplitz’s letter (P-O, Dec. 4) is that if you fol- 
lew his reasoning to its conclusion, you put the rabbinate 
in a place where it is beyond criticism. 


OUR EDITOR'S CHAIR on the problem of finding 
an occupant for the difficult circuit-riding rabbi pulpit 
(P-O, Nov. 20) was not a discussion of the strengths. and 
the weaknesses of the American rabbinate as such. Al- 
though we made severe remarks against the American 
rabbinate, these were not out of context. 

We’ve read and heard many discussions of the rabbi 
of today. Among the rabbis’ most severe critics are the 
rabbis themselves, and nothing that we wrote has not 
been said and written before. 

Anyone who takes the position that the American 
rabbi of today is without fault, and not a victim like the 
rest of us of the market-place mentality by which we 
are surrounded, is only fooling himself. 


NOTHING WILL harm the American rabbinate more 
than a cloture on valid criticism. 

Distinguished rabbis who make Jewish history can’t 
come to every generation, nor does the time seem ripe 
for the appearance of rabbis who seek to serve in the 
great empty spaces in the U. S. Jewish community—our 
small towns. Whether congregations will be established 
in the near future to minister to Jewish wage earners, no 
one knows. And if the emphasis on bigness, and the cathe- 
dral-like setup is to be overcome, more idealism is neces- 
sary. 

” Suit or many tendencies in the American rabbinate 
need to be reasoned out by those who are concerned. 

Who will say that the press does not have a role 
to play here? 


SAVE THE CONFERENCE! 


The indications are that the Presidents Conference is 
breaking up. 

This is unfortunate. 

It is the only instrument for common discussion and 
action in the U. S. Jewish community. 


IT IS BREAKING up because of party rivalry and 
vested interests. 

This is the surface manifestation. 

The substantial reason for what seems to be the failure 
of the Conference is its lack of authority, which means 
that although it was an ad hoc committee, it sought to 
act as a representative body, which it could not be be- 
cause it had no mandate to act for anyone. 


THOSE WHO CONTEND that the group was weighted 
on the side of the Zionists and dominated by Nahum 
Goldmann are picking faults, not attacking the basic prob- 
lem. 

If the Presidents Conference breaks up and is not 
replaced, then the U. S. Jewish community will be the 
loser. 

We urge therefore that the Presidents Conference be 
continued as it is, and that those who seek to change it 
or replace it, desist. They are not using common sense. 


THE ANALYSIS which says that the U. S. Jewish 
community can be made into a unified body through any 
kind of arrangement between our national Jewish organ- 
izations is invalid. 

The U. S. Jewish community will be brought into 
effective unity when our local Jewish communities come 
to the inescapable conclusion that such unity is desirable 
and necessary. The national Jewish organizations, even 
the largest of them, speak in the name of only their rela- 
tively small constituencies, even though they may seek 
to give the impression otherwise. 

EVEN SO, THEY will continue to retain this kind 
of an unsupported domination until the very day that the 
local Je-7ish communities decide that it is time for them 
to end the contradiction and confusion. 

Until that time — another ten or twenty years — the 
national Jewish organizations need to consult with one 
another and to act in concert whenever their views coin- 
cide. In this small area, the Presidents Conference has 
already shown its usefulness. 

THOSE WHO CHALLENGE the Presidents Confer- 
ence because it was the brainchild of Nahum Goldmann, 
one of the few creative Jewish leaders, are trying to 
build their own ego by knocking the big man. 

No new organization, no reconstitution of the Amer- 
ican Jewish Conference can hope to succeed. At this junc- 
ture in American Jewish history there is no demand for 
the development of a unifying agency. Without this de- 
mand from the people or as the result of the urgency 
of events, any such efforts are bound to fail.

6 issue of The POST and 
OPINION appeared an advertisement from 
Calvert Whiskey, which is one of a series 
built around the theme of “Jews Who Have 
Helped Build America.”

“Nathan Kaplan is substantially correct 
in all details.

Tool handles 
are made of it, dams, wa- 
termills and sluices. Your 
ancestors may have chosen 
this name because of the presence of such 
a tree on their land or what is even more 
likely because they were engaged in the 
making of wooden shoes for which the 
red beechwood is the favorite raw ma- 
terial. The insertion of an unnecessary 
“r” occurred because the descendants no 
longer understood the meaning of the 
original term.

Soviet Jews Resent U.S. Groups 
Approach to ‘Imagined Problems’

Immediately after the an- 
nouncement of Premier Khrush- 
chev’s visit to the United States, 
71 national Jewish organization 
joined forces for the purpose of 
arranging a conference with him. 
The American Jewish Committee 
was a co-operating member of 
the adhoc Committee, but in the 
final days of negotiations, an- 
nounced its withdrawal. Dr. Joa- 
chim. Prinz then delivered a 
stinging rebuke to the American 
Jewish Committee, for the secre- 
tive manner in which it had ar- 
bitrarily designated itself as the 
negotiator for American Jewry, 
in meeting with Soviet Deputy 
Premier Mikoyan some _ time 
earlier. Mr. Philip Klutznick, hon- 
orary president of B’nai B'rith 





said that the committee had “no 
monopoly of interest” in the 
plight of Iron Curtain Jews. 

IT IS apparent that of all the 
organizations, the American 
Jewish Committee alone proved 
itself capable of procuring an 
appointment with Mr. Mikoyan, 
and of effectively negotiating 
with him on the subject of Jew 
ish culture in the Soviet Union. 
The fact remains that since this 
meeting, books and pamphlets ot 
Mendele Mochar Sforim, Peretz 
and others have appeared by the 
thousand. 

It is time that the Jewish com- 
munity of this country recognizes 
that the Jews of the Soviet Union 
have a prior right to be heard 
and consulted as to the actuality 
ef their problems and methods 


for solving them. One year ago, 
I met with a group of Soviet 
Jewish writers in the city of 
Kiev and with other Jewish 
groups and individuals in Mos- 
cow and Leningrad. 

ONE REACTION was ex- 
pressed in all these discussions. 
They all strongly protested the 
methods and tactics of the organ- 
ized American Jewish community 
in its approach to what were their 
imagined problems. There was 
universal bitterness in their be- 
lief that those who spoke for 
them had no real concern for 
their welfare, but were merely 
using them as pawns for their 
own political purposes during 
the cold war period.
